SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
LAND REGULATION, 


Any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male 
over eighteen years old, may 
homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Man 
itba, Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The applicant must appear in per 
son atthe Dominion land agency 
or sub agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency on certain conditions 
by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending 
homesteader. 

Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of the land 
in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine 
miles of his homestead on a farm 
of at least 80 acres solely owned 
and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother. son, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

In certain districts a home- 
steader in good standing may 
preempt a quarter section along 
side his homestead. Price $300 
per acre.

It is how about time to wean the colt. 
If the colt has been handled properly; 
that is, has been kept in a paddock 
while tne dam is working in the fields, 
has had for company another colt or an 
old horse, and has had a chanee to com- 
fort itself with green grass and some 
oats within reach, weaning will not be 
a difficult proposition. But if it has 
been badly managed and allowed to de- | 
pend almost entirely on milk, it should 
be taught to be alone part of the day 
and to oat grass, hay or some solid 
feed before it is entirely weaned from 
its mother’s milk. Sudden weaning of 
young things, whether calf, colt or lamb, 
is not eonducive to health and proper 
development, It nearly always invelves 
a setback, Even then the weaning 
should be gradual, It should be allowed 
to suck once a day, then one@ every 
other day, then weaned altogeth of 

Having weaned the colt, what next? 
Keep it growing right straight along. 
You can do this by using a properly 
balanced ration and giving it plenty of 
exercise, Give it good shelter in win- 
ter during stormy weather. Allow it to 
graze as soon as there is grass to be 
had in the meadow or pasture, or corn

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here are many intefn i 
jes, as of fenge and wae, 
by which birds are adapted to 
flight, they are neither the main thin 
nor the most interesting things to be 
considered when we inquire Tato the 
how and the why of the flight of birds, 
In observing the flying bird, how far 
does flight explain itself? In other 
words, what can live birds teach us 
human beings of flight? 

The general form of the bird is natur- 
ally the first thing of which we think. 
We easily notice that in wings and tail 
it is kite-like; in body and head, bullet- 
like. So important are these simple 

iscoveries that this essay might with 

me reason be ended here. Imagine a 
“Kite with a rudder and having an intel- 

ligent will of his own. -It is not possible 

to think of it as moving about in the 
air with a degree of bird-like freedom? 

As for the bullet-like form of head 
and body one can see by a glance at 
the birds that tnese appear to be prac- 
tically a point, which we may call the 
point of will, The head is indeed the 
will-point of the bird-kite. In flight 
ait bears outwardly the same relation 
to the bitd’s body that the prow of a 
boat does to its hull; it cleaves the air 
as the boat’s prow does the water. 

Let us note some apparent exceptions 
to our ruddered kite moving by its own 
will, There are, for example, birds with 
thick-set heads, Such a one is the 
grouse, whose head and body form a 

retty bulky point of will. But remem 
er, too, that the flight of such birds 
is remarkably heavy and limited both in 
direction and duration. There is quite 
as much difference between the easy, 

graceful, sweeping, tireless flight of a 

man-of-war bird and the direct, labor- 

ed short spurt of a grouse as there is 
between the relative size or expanse of 
their wings. 

The rules are: 

Birds capable of very prolonged, 
graceful, varied, soaring flight have a 
vast expanse of wings as compared 
with the size of the body. Birds of 
short, labored, and bullet-like flight 
have comparatively small rounded 
wings and heavy bodies. When 
the flight is between these extremes, 
the extent of the wings as related to 
the size of the body remains the same 
with relation, again, to the degree of 
freedom in the bird’s flight. Birds 
with poorly developed wings—for ex- 

ample, the ostrich, penguin, and apte- 

yayx—are always flightless. 

' \If we believe the form of a bird to 
be, such as we have seen it to be, of 
first importance, we should expect to 
find on closer examination that every 
detail of itsmake-up goes to prove the 
fact, and this is exactly ‘what we do 
find. 

There are two kinds of feathers, ‘‘ pri 
maries’’ and ee This is 
the order of their portance, the pri- 
maries being the Thsidiienecy ‘en 
since a ‘‘pinioned’’ bird (one suffering 
the of several of. 
outerm or all of these fea ~ 
not fly, though it may fly when most 
of its secondaries, and even all of its 
tail-feathers as well, are missing. We 
see amone all birds # general sameness 
of the wing-feathers of the outer set; 
with few or no exceptions, they are 
comparatively strong and stiff and of 
one general shape, while the other fea- 
thers differ, among the various kinds 
of birds, in endless and often extreme 
ways, ‘This fact very properly leads 
us to believe the typical shape of these 
primaries must be the best for the pur- 
pose of flight. 

Flight-feathers are found to be stiff- 
est and strongest at their quill ends 
and most yielding at their tips. They 
always overlap in the same way, tne 

ermost feather of the extended wing 
Weing the undermost in the fully closed 
wing. The shaft of the feather is near 
the middle, but toward the outer edge 
in the inner flight-feathers, and near 
the outer edge of the outermost fea 
thers, 

By these arrangements the wing has 
a valve-like and an oar-like action upon 
the air, according, more or less, to tne 
will and purpose of the bird whether to 
sail, swoop, stop, go ahead, or what not. 
Moreover, the feathers ure 80 arranged 
in sets, one, set to each joint of the 
wing, as to fold and overlie with re 
markable smoothness, 

In these respects and in a great many 
others, we see that the wings resemble 
ours, rather than sails, for navigating 
the airy sea. However, ‘‘fish of the 
air’’ is a still more scientific term for 
birds than ‘‘ships of the air’’—even 
when we stretch *‘ships’’ to mean sub- 
marines, 

That the tail of a bird serves mostly 
as a rudder and a brake is evident when 
we watch a sparrow which has lost this 
means of steering and arresting its 
flight. It is apt to fly only straight 
forward, and it comes to rest awk- 
wardly—more so than birds whose tails 
are naturally yery short or almost want 
ing. The latter class of birds usually 
have the wings placed far backward, as 
in loons, ducks, and geese; or they have 

+ long legs which they carry extended 

yack behind them like a tail, as in 
herons and snipe. The feet and legs of 
such birds desktlets serve the ordinary 
purposes of a tail, In coming to rest a 
wild duck, for example, drops its feet 
and stretches its webbed toes apart in 
a conspicuous fashion, juts as a meadow 
lark expands its tail, Herons and 
snipe make a similar use of their legs, 
the length of the latter probably mak- 
ing up for the lack of webbed toes in 
resisting the air, 

The relative importance of wings and 
tail is further shown by comparing 
these organs in all cases where they are 
modified as ornaments. In doing this, 
we find the tail is of an ornamental 
form far oftener than the wings. With 
many birds the tail is really a hin- 
drance to flight. 

In Africa Mr, Roosevelt observed 
that the long-tailed male whydab fin- 
ches were slower than’ their mates, 
whose tails were of the usual length, 
20 that the males fell behind when a 

k took wing. 
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“Among the sants such ornamen- 
tal tails are of Mince deoutrence, and 
there are numerous examples among 
other families of birds, Perhaps any 
greater development of tail than in our 
common barn-swallow should be regard- 
ed as more ornamental than useful. 

If we turn our attention now to the 
wings of bi we shall look in vain 
for anythin ke such numerous and 
embarrassing shapes. So rarely do such 
modifications of wings occur that I ean 
think of only one striking example 
among the birds of the world—the pen- 
nant-winged nightjar, a kind of night- 


hawk of tropics. It is inter rs 
to note this bird is a night species, pro- 
bably very few, if any, enemies 


to make strong flight necessary. 

Thus we have seen that the tail is not 
even strictly necessary to flight, though 
the tails of flightless birds are com- 


monly, ot always, very small or 
almost wanting, and the birds of 
the best rs of flight have, as a rule, 
the best developed tails, whereas quite 


well-deve wings are decidedly ne- 
cessary to hight. 


THE ROYAL THRONE OF KINGS 
INE years ago the remains of Queen 
Victoria were borne by sea and 

land to Windsor, but a king rode 
thereby, and again a king followed a 
king to Windsor sepulchre when King 


Edward was carried to his last resting- \ 


place, 

In 1837 William the Fourth died at 
Windsor Castle, having lived to realise 
his wish that he might see the girl 
Victoria come of age. Ho was the last 
of our kings, says his biographer, to 
claim a part ine old system of gov- 
ernment by ‘* , Lords, and Com- 
mons,’’ and has gince given place to 
that of government by ‘‘ Lords and Com- 
mons,’’ and whieh ere long may give 
place to a yet narrower polity. Norday 
the shears seem lifted. King William 
lies in St. George’s Chapel with Ed- 
ward IV., Henry VIII., Charles IL, and 
others of royal seed. 

George the Fourth, too, died at Wind- 
sor Castle, ‘* boy, this is death!’’ 
he said to Sir Watkin Waller, and sat 
in his arm-chaif to the end. He was 
buried at Windsor, where ten years 
earlier his father had descended in slow 
sorrow to the grave. When we think of 
the Georges we shall do well to remem- 
ber how Thackeray, their ruthless in- 
quisitor, mourned over the grave of 
George the Third: 

**Low he lies, to whom the proudest 
used to kneel once, and who was cast 
lower than the poorest: dead, whom mil- 
lions prayed for in vain. Driven off his 
throne; buffeted by rude hands;° with 
his children in revolt; the darling of his 
old age killed before him untimely; our 
Lear hangs over her breathless lips and 
cries, ‘Cordelia, Cordelia, stay a little.’ 
** Vex not his ghost—oh! let him pass— 
. he hates him 

w 


Stretch him out longer!’’ 
‘*Hush! Strife and Quarrel, over the 
solemn grave! Sound, trumpets, 


mournful march! Fall, dark curtain, 
upon his pageant, his pride, his grief, 
his awful trayedy!’’ 

In his reign of thirty-three years 
George the Second no doubt gathered 
few goluen opinions. It was well that 
he was ruled by his wife, the good Caro 
line of Anspach, or, as the rhyme had 
it: 

*“‘You may strut, dapper George, but 
twill all be in vain; 

We know ’tis Queen Caroline, not yun 

that reign.’’ 

He died suddenly at Kensington Pa- 
lace, on October 25th, 1760, from heart 
rupture. He had desired to be buried 
with his Queen in Henry VII.’s Chapel 
in Westminster Abbey, where he was 
laid on the night of November 11th,

Compelled to grieve, forbidden to com-

William the Third, son of William, 
Prince of Orange, by Mary, daughter 
of Charles I., had reigned thirteen 
years when his fall from horseback in 
the park at Hampton. Court laid him 
on his death-bed. With a touching de- 
seription of the last scene Macaulay’s 
‘*History’’ ends. ‘*‘No weakness, no 
querulousness, disgraced the noble 
close of that noble career,’’ ete. His 
last words were to call Bentinck to his 
side: 

‘‘The King took the hand of his 
earliest friend and pressed it tenderly 
to his heart. In that moment, no doubt, 
all that had cast a slight passing cloud 
over their long and pure friendship was 
forgotten, . When his remains 
were laid out, it was found that he 
wore next to his skin a small piece of 
black riband. The Lords-in-Waiting 
ordered it to be taken off, It contained 
a gold ring and a lock of the hair of 
Mary.’’ 

William was laid by the side of his 
wife, Mary 11., in the Chapel of Henry 


Tnmes the Second, brother of Charles 
II, and tue most disastrous of English 
kings, lived in France for thirteen 
ears after his ignominious flight from 
the throne. His last years were spent 
in pious exercises, Buried at first in 
the English Benedictine Church of St. 
Edmund. his remains were afterwards 
laid in the church at St. Germains, but 
portions were distributed to various 
churches and sacred colleges. His 
friends had hoped that his ashes would 
one day be brought to the Abbey; but 
at the French revolution his coffin was 
broken up for the sake of its lead, and, 
finally, at the wish of George IV., a last 
interment was given at St. Germains. 


Charles the Second lies in Henry 
VIL.’s Chapel, where he was buried 
‘‘without any manner of pomp and 


soon forgotten.’’ The circumstances of 
his death, on February 6th, 1685, are 
told by Macaulay in unforgettable 
pages. 


THE RAPACIOUSNESS OF 
CYLINDERS 


(By Robt. Bartlett) 


T is a matter of common knowledge 
that in the early days of motoring 
the cost of fuel was practically a 
negligible factor, while that of lubri- 
cants was almost insignificant. Gaso- 
line was cheaper then than now, it is 
true, but the principal reason was that 
the average motorist spent far more of 
his time tinkering with his car to make 
it go than he occupied in running it. 
The motor did not burn up much gaso 
line because it could not be induced to 
take its food, except at intervals that 
frequently were of brief duration, One 
hundred miles a day was a feat of 
which to boast, and only the most en- 
thusiastie and persistent of the frater- 
nity could point with pride to many cen- 
tury records in those days a decade ago. 
What a difference between then and 
now! 

In the meantime, gasoline has been 
advancing constantly in price, and as 
the supply of crude petroleum continues 
to decrease, the cost of lubricating oil 
must necessarily rise also, because vege- 
table oils are not adapted to use in the 
internal-combustion motor, 

The motorist who has progressed 
through each of those initiatory stages 
of experience represented by the succes- 
sive possession of one, two, four, and 
six-cylinder ears realizes full well that 
each additional cylinder in the motor 
means a consumption from twenty to 
thirty-five per cent. greater for the 
same distance travelled. He knows 
from experience that his first car, de- 
spite its diminutive gasoline-tank, did 
not need replenishing over-often, and he 
could figure with a reasonable certainty 
on doing better than ‘‘twenty to the 
gallon,’’ while under favorable condi- 
tions this was considerably increased, 
average mileages of twenty-four to 
twenty-six miles being not uncommon, 
although those old-time ‘‘one-lungers’ 
were burdened with more weight in pie. 
portion to their power than are their 
successors,

good maximum, that was not often 
reached, and seldom exceeded, while 
eighteen to nineteen miles was a good 
average performance. : 

Probably there is not a motorist to- 
day, who, after being in the peaceful 
enjoyment of a good two-cylinder car 
for some time, has not set his ambition 
on the ownership of a four-cylinder ma- 
chine—‘‘a real automobile with the 
engine up front,’’ as it has sometimes 
not inaptly been termed. Sooner or 
later the majority uave succumbed to 
the fascination and disearded the two 
for the four, Even though the latest 
acquisition were not of the heavy, 
powerful type, the increase in its eapac- 
ity for fuel consumption was marked. 
Fifteen miles to the gallon was now 
a liberal allowance, with twelve to thir- 
teen miles nearer the average daily per- 
formance, so that in realizing his ambi- 
tion to own a ‘‘real automobile,’’ as 
represented by the steps intervening 
between it and the original one-lunger, 
the motorist found that he was paying 
twice as much fuel alone to travel a 
given distance. _The consumption of 
lubricants was doubled also, although it 
is difficult to give even aproximate 
figures because the appetites of different 
motors and cars for lubricating oils 
and crease vary quite as much as do 
those of their human owners for more 
delectable provender. 

There is another step intervening be 
tween this stage of motoring and the 
final degree of initiation, although it is 
not represented by an addition to the 
number of cylinders, It is the acquisi- 
tion of a more powerful car of the four- 
cylinder type. The 20-24 gives way to 
the 45-50 and the transition is fully as 
great, in the matter of consumption, as 
from the two-cylinder to the four-cylin 
der car, Whereas the smaller four 
could get over its twelve to fourteen 
miles per gallon up hill and down, its 
more powerful, speedier, and ponderous 
successor made further inroads into the 
3 ne barrel by reducing the equiva- 

mt mileage per gallon to what, in ihe 
eartier days, would have been considered 
an astoundingly wasteful return—ten 
miles to the gallon and, in heavy going 
or with mucu hill work, not so good as 
that. 

The little ‘‘one-lungers’’ carried a 
five-gallon tank whose contents repre 
sented more than one hundred miles’ 
running: The larger two-cylinder cars 
had more space in which to dispose of 
this essential, so tuat the size of the 
tank was not limited by considerations 
having no direct bearing on its relation 
to consumption, was frequently the case 
with its predecessor. Consequently, the 
tank usually held ten to twelve gallons, 
or double that of the smaller car, and 
the mileage on one filling was also near 
ly doubled. From this it was but a step 
to the eighteen or twenty gallon tank 
of the moderate sized four-cylinder ear, 
but in this case the increased amount of 
fuel carried sufficed only to add a third 
to the effective mileage, Further en 
largement of the tank was made neces 
sary in the larger, higher-power four- 
eylinder‘ears, and among the models of 
forty-five horse-power and upward are

Where, then, does the six-cylinder 
car of high power and corresponding 
weight come in on the fuel question? 
One hesitates to think how rapacious 
the appetite of such a car for gasoline 
must be. It is safe to say that six to 
seven miles to the gallon represents the 
average, 

In the face of this, the technical 
points involved in the addition of an 
extra pair of cylinders, such as uni- 
formity of torque, overlapping of power 
impulses, flexibility, and so on, will 
not mislead the average motorist who is 
desirous of running his ear as far as pos- 
sible on the minimum expense—in other 
words, of getting the maximum number 
of passenger miles per gallon out. of his 
expenditure for gasoline and lubricating 
oil,
